CongmsmMt Ctsiidy appears to 


know vary little in regard to the waters 
of Nevada. He declared to an 'Eastern 
correspondent that be had.hurited for a 
stream'in Nevada that would 'afford 
some pretext for getting an appropria- 
tion through the medium of the Biver 
and Harbor Bill, but wa« unable to find 
one. The southeast border of Nevada, 
for a distance of one hundred and fifty 
miles, is traversed by the Colorado, one 
of ths largest and broadest rivers of the 
Pnoific Coast, and yet our Congressman 
says, "be was unable to find a stream 
in Nevada that would afford some pre- 
text of getting an approptation." Dur- 
ing high water the boats, some of them 
over three hundred feet in length, run 
up o« high as th* .Janding of Bench's 
Ferry, and by the blasting out of a 
eoaple of rocks above the landing, 
which would uot be au expense exceed- 
ing $5,000, bos.ts would be able to run 
up the river to the mouth of the Grand 
Canyon a distance of forty miles furth- 
er. The milling camps and settler* of 
Southern Nevuda, Southwest Utah and 
Northwest Arizona, all obtain their sup- 
plies by the transports running on the 
Colorado, and owing to the many b«rs 
on the Biver, the boats can only run on 
the upper portion during the high 
stages of water, which lat>ts from one to 
two months, and if the mining loculi 
ties succeeded in getting in supplies 
during thxt period sufficient to last them 
until next stage of high water, all is 
well; but if not, they are compelled to 
desert their field of labor uud go some- 
where and wait the aguin coming of 
supplies, which may be mouths.

MB. CHAIRMAN AMD BBOTHI* KNIGHTS:; 


— In responding to the toast just pro- 
posed, "The Endowment Bank," I ean 
but feel flattered {by being chosen to 
speak on so prolific a theme, yet must 
plead my inability to do the subject jug. 
tioe. The time has been HO short and 
the means at command so limited that it 
has been impossible for ma to secure all 
the necessary data to speak as intelli- 
gibly on the question as I would desire. 
I shall, however, endeavor to oonnne 
myself to 'facts and figured 'and hope 
yon will pardon my frequent reference 
to manuscript, as I do not care to trust 
the few items I have to a treacherous 
memory. 


I find the first attempt made at inaugu- 


rating an insurance rank to be attached 
to the Order of the Knights of Pythias 
to havo been submitted by Bro. 8. 5. 
Davis, Supreme Chancellor, at the ses- 
sion of 'the Supreme Lodge in 1876 — 
this recommendation did not for some 
cause commend itself to that body 
Nothing daunted the Supreme Chancel- 
lor again in 1877 called up the measure 
making an energetic effort tor its adop- 
tion. Oa motion of Bro. Mavity, of 
Kentucky, a specia.1 committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare a ritnal for the fourth 
or "Endowment Bank." Later in the 
session a committee of five were ap- 
pointed to prepare and promulgate the 
constitution of the "Endowment Bank" 
during tho recess of the Lodge. Tbe 
same being adopted the ninchinery%ra» 
set in motion by instituting the first sec- 
tion of the Order in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, in November 1877; the first eu- 
downient thereof amounted to $1,517. 
Up to May 1st, 1882 there Has boon 296 
deaths in the first rank or class, for 
which there has been paid $1,000 for 
each death, or a total of $296,000. 


In tbu second claus there has been 414 


deaths representing an aggregate pay- 
ment of $827,517, and two deaths in the 
third class, on which has be«a paid 
$233, making a grand total of 712 
deaths and payment to the widows and 
orphiirm of $1,123,750.
